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YS HE GAVE 
FALSE TESTIMONY 
IN DAMAGE SUIT 


Charies Milner Makes Affida- 
vit That He Testified in In- 
terest of United Railways 
and Contrary to His Recol- 
lection of the Facts. 


COMPANY WINS CASE; 
NEW TRIAL ASKED FOR 


Youth Twice Discussed Pros- 

' pective Testimony With 
Claim Department—As- 
serts He Was Paid $3. 


H. T. Lindsay, attorney for David 
Honigberg of 831 Chambers street, in & 
suit for $10,000 damages against the 
United Railways Co., filed an affidavit 
fn the Circuit Court today, in which 
Chalmer Milner, 17 years old, of 1518 
Cass avenue, admits that he gave wrongs 
testimony in behalf of the railways 
company at the trial of the case in 
“vhich a verdict for the railroad coit- 
pany was rendered March il. 

The youth makes affidavit that . he 
gave testimony to agree with other wit- 
nesses. He says he was first taken to 
the railway office by Felix McAdams 
The affidavit was ffed in support of 
a motion for a new trial. 

Writes to McAdams. 

The McAdams referred to in the af- 
fidavit is a member of the State House 
cf Representatives, generally known 
among his associates as ‘‘Fish’’ Mc- 
Adams. Lindsay says he has written 
to McAdams regarding the case and 
that McAdams has replied that he does 
not remember the circumstances re- 
ferred to, by Milner in the affadevit. 

Honigberg in his suit alleged that on 
Dee. 12, 1912, he was thrown from a Lee 
_ car golgg cast at Ninth and Carr 
“streets at 6 p. m., due to the sudden 
starting of the car. He alleged that his 
left shoulder wis injured, that he re- 
ceived cuts upon the head and left hand 
end that his nervous system received 2 
severe shock. He is 57 years old. 

At the trial of the case before Judge 
Koerner, Milner was produced as the 
one witness of the accident, excepting 
the conductor and motorman. Milner 
testified that the car was standing stiil 
when Honigberg fell and the jury found 
a verdict in favor of the railway com- 
pany. 


Affidavit of Milner. 

Attorney Lindsay was given five days, 
e period which was later extended, in 
which to file application for a new trial. 
In asking a rehearing of the case the 
lawyer presents an affidavit of Milner 
regarding his testimony in favor of the 
railway as follows: 

“T, Chalmer Milner, of the City of St. 
Iouls, State of Missouri, being duly 
sworn on my oath, deposeth and saith, 
that at the request of Messrs. Lindsay 
4& Morris, I called at their office in 
the Times Building on the 1lith day of 
March, 1915, and feeling that I was mis- 
taken in my testimony given in the 
case of David Honigberg vs. United 
Rallways Co. of St. Louis in Division 
No. 6 of the Circuit Court of the City of 
St. Louis, on the 12th day of March, 
1915, I make the following statement: 

“Sdéme time in the spring of 1914 a 
friend of mine by the name of Felix 
McAdams called at my home at 1518 
Cass avenue, about 7 a. m. in the morn- 
fng, and in the presence of my mother 
told me that I was wanted out at the 
United Railways Co. He told me that 
they wanted me to make a statement in 
@ case. Men from the street car com- 
pany had been calling at my house, but 
my mother wouldn't let me make a 
statement. I told Mr. McAdams that I 
had forgotten all about the accident and 
didn’t remember anything about it. 

“We then went out tothe claim de- 
partment of the United Railways Co., 
but Mr. Hardin wasn’t there and some 
young man, whose name I can’t remem- 
ber, took my statement. He asked me 
questions and I answered them and he 
wrote out a statement on a piece of 
paper, which I signed. In that Sstate- 
ment I told him that the car was mov- 
ing at the time the old man got hurt, 
He then said, ‘That's all.’ He then gave 
me a check for $1 and Mr. McAdams 
a check for $5, which we had cashed 
across the strect at the office of the 
company. 

Want to See Him Again, 

“About three weeks after my first 
vieit, Mr. McAdams called at my home 
again at about the same time in the 
morting and told me ¢hat they wanted 
to see me again. We again went out 
to the claim department and I there 
met a claim agent, who told me that 
my statement did not agrée with the 
other statements; that all the other wit- 
nesses said the car was stopped. I! 
thought from the way he talked that 
he had 15 or ® witnesses, although | 
didn't see anybody at the accident. 1 
became convinced that I must be mis- 
taken about the car moving, i 
changed my statement to agree with the 
other witnesses, who said the car was

BY STORIES OF WAR'S HORRORS 


Hasn’t Touched Instrument, He Says, 
Since Conflict Began; Secks 
Aid for Countrymen. . 


LONDON, March 2.—The Daily Tele- 
graph publishes ‘an interview with Ig- 
nace Paderewski, the celebrated pianist, 
who is now in London endeavoring to 
obtain assistance for the suffering 
people of Poland. 

“I want to ask the British public 
to help save as many people from fam- 
ine as is possible,” he said. ‘““‘The whole 
of Poland has been laid waste. More 
than 200 towns and boroughs and 7500 
villages have been destroyed. Seven- 
teen million people are enduring the 
horrors of war and 10,000 are menaced 
by famine.’”’ , 

To a question as to when he would 
next appear on a platform, Paderewsk!i 
replied: “I have not touched a pian» 
since the war broke out. I was then 
deep in a composition, and I tried to 
go on with my work, but day after day, 
week after week, came stories of hor- 
rors. I could not go on with my play- 
How could I do so, knowing that 
thousands and thousands of my coun- 
trymen were starving?’’ 


WHISKY TAKEN INTO DRY 
STATE AS NITROGLYCERIN 


Virginia Bootleggers Drive Fast and 
No One Dares to Stop 
Them. 

FAIRMONT, W. Va., March 2%.—Rep- 
resenting that their wagon was loaded 
with nitroglycerin, bootleggers suc- 
ceeded in hauling a load of liquor from 
Cakland, Md., to Grafton, ‘W. Va., with- 
out being arrested for violating the 
Siate’s liquor law. Drivers of passing 
teams, stood nearly paralyzed with fear 
as the outfit passed with its reckless 
driver bouncing about the seat, whip- 
ping the horses, and with the wheels

day. Mrs. Randolph, who testified at 
the inquest, is still held. Circuit At- 
torney Harvey, who listened to the tes- 
timony, says he will lay the case be- 
fore the grand jury in a day or two. 
Carries Infant in Court. 

Mrs. Randolph went to the inquest 
carrying the 6-months-old infant of her 
brother and divided her attention be- 
tween the care of the infant and the 
testimony that was being given. She 
was accompanied by Attorney C. P. 
Johnson. 

Mrs. Randolph testified: ‘I know noth- 
ing about the shooting of my husband. 
We separated Dec. 15, 1914, and he sued 
me for divorce. I had been moving my 
furniture a little at a time to 202 Wash 
street. . 

‘‘Tuesday afternoon I left my roums at 
1:30 o’clock and went to the home of 
Sam Fisher, in the 2700 block on Frank- 


lin avenue, and made arrangements for 


the storing of part of my furniture in his 
attic. I left there about 4 o’clock and 
went to 2002 Wash street to give Holliday 
directions about getting a wagon and 
moving the furniture. 

“Policemen Grabbed Me.” 

‘He was not there but I found a note 
on the table. It frightened me. I thought 
my husband had had him arrested for 
helping me move the furniture. I laid 
the baby on the bed and.went down- 
stairs and inquired about him. I was 
told that he had left the house at about 
11 o’clock. 

“Tt went back downtown and when I 
reached Fourth street I found the build- 
ing surrounded by a crowd. I asked 
what had happened but nobody would 
tell me. Policemen grabbed me and 
asked me where I went after shooting 
my husband.” 

Miss Louise Morri: of 4550 Morgan 
street, bookkeeper and stenographer for 
Randolph, testified that he was begin- 
ning to dictate a letter to her when he 
was shot. 
from a hole in the skylight. 

Peter Noltkamp, a clerk at Randolph's 
store, testified that after Randolph sued 
Mrs. Randolph for divorce she came to 
the store and threatened to kill him. 
Holliday had made the same threat and 
on one occasion had attacked Randolph 
and knocked him down stairs, he said 

Testify They Saw Holliday. 

Mrs. Maggie Parsons and her daugh- 
ter, Miss Bessie Parsons, of 18 North 
Fourth street, testified to seeing Hol-

“GEN. FRENCH SAYS RIFLES AND IME 


MACHINE GUNS DECIDE THE DAY 
IMPORTANCE OF ARTILLERY EXAGGERATED 


She saw smoke curling away 


British Commander Tells Frederick Pal- 
mer There Is no Doubt of the Out- 
come; That He Never Was So Con- 
fident of Victory as He Is Today. 


Courage, Discipline and Tenacity Still 
Dominant Elements of Success, He 
Says—German Conduct at Times 
“Very Bad.”

Who is at the front in France for the Associated Press. 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, March 25. 
—It was in the drawing room of the house in which he 
makes his office that Field Marshal Sir John French, 
Commander in Chief of the British expeditionary forces 
on the Continent, received the correspondent today ind 
discussed the military situation. Before the conversa- 
tion was over the British commander, answering a cues- 
tion concerning the result of the war, said: 

“Indeed, there is no doubt of the outcome. I was 
never so confident of victory as I am today. I am 
as confident as Gen. Grant was when he took com- 
mand of the army of the Potomac. He kept at it 
and so shall we.” 

On a long table before the British commander were a 
number of maps and reports. Otherwise the man who 
directs the operations of the British army in France ap- 
peared completely dissociated from the details of the dif- 
ferent army departments situated in other offices about 
the town. It was to be observed, however, that the heads 
of the departments report to Field Marshal French im- 
mediately on a telephone request. 

Looking younger than his photographs make him ap- 
pear, ready and alert, Sir John showed no signs of the 
strain of the last eight months as he stood before his 
open grate fire and talked of his campaign and the war. 


British Soldiers Never Lost Heart. 


“What were the most important contributing fac- 
tors making your retreat from Mons secure against 
overwhelming odds?” Sir John was asked. 

“The dogged tenacity of our little regular army 
which contested every foot of the ground as we fell 
back,” was the answer. “Not once did our soldiers 
lose heart. — 

“They understood that we were-not defeated; but 
making a strategic retreat before heavy odds and 
that all the punishment which they could inflict 
on the enemy by a cool and stubborn resistance from 
point to point was no less valuable to the ultimate 
object than if they were advancing. Their confidence 
that their turn to take the offensive would come re- 
mained unshaken. Next in importance was the work 
of our cavalry in its aggressiveness and alertness 
in preventing the cavalry of the enemy from getting 
around us. Our cavalry obtained a decided superior- 
ity over that of the enemy, which was of vital as- 
sistance.” 

“And what to you was the most critical moment 
of all your campaign in France?’ was the next ques- 
tion put to Sir John. One would not have been sur- 
prised if he had said when his reserves virtually 
were exhausted in the battle of Ypres and Armen. 
tieres to save the channel ports. His answer had 
characteristic promptness and decisiveness. 

“On the regreat from Mons at La Cateau. We were 
in the open country in a very dangerous position 
and the German ambition for the annihilation of our 
little army might have been realized if our cavairy 
had not been equal to its task of covering the flanks 
of our steady, disciplined regulars.” 


Has Drawn Lessons From Civil War. 


Few Americans probably are as familiar with the 
campaigns of our Civil War as is Sir John. He has 
made a thorough study of them, and from them he has 
drawn lessons which he has found helpful in France, 
He mentioned Stonewall Jackson. 

“To me Gen, Jackson was more like Cromwell 
than any other leader of history,” said the British 
commander. “A heroic, martial figure, whose won- 
derful career came to the happy close a soldier 
desires in the hour of victory. I have followed all 
his marches and battles with unflagging admira- 
tion.’ He had the religious exaltation of Crom- 
well, his dash and determination and his ready 
strategy and the genius of inspiring his troops 
with his own indomitable spirit and energy. 

“But of all your commanders, Robert E. Lee, 
in his patience, his resource, his poise, his sound- 
ness of judgment and his possession of the qual- 
ities of high command in all emergencies, is fore- 
most, in my opinion.” : : 

Tenacity and Discipline Dominant. 

“A good deal has been said about the novel con- 
ditions which trench warfare in this war has devel- 
oped,” was the next thing said by the correspond- 
ent. “Has it changed the qualities required of a 
soldier?” 

“No,” he _ replied. “Himan nature remains the 
same, and it is the mar who gives and takes the 
blows, whatever the nature of his weapons. Cour- 
age, discipline and tenacity are still the dominant 
elements of success.” 

“And the guns: it has been repeatedly stated that 
this has become a war of artillery? 

“Tl think there has been an inclination to exag- 
gerate the importance of artillery,” Sir John an-

Gives Order for Firing. 

He raises a whistle to his lips and 
the soldier below gives an answer- 
ing call. The Lieutenant throws down 
a slip of. paper on which is written 
an order, “Six shots, fifty meters to 
the left of the church at Mannakens- 
vere, percussion.” The man takes 
the paper and doubles off to a bomb 
proof shelter about 85 yards away in 
the trenches to our right. Within 
two minutes we hear the booming of 
cannon in the distance behind us and 
at intervals of 90 seconds the six 
shots fall just where ordered. There 
is no hurry, no excitement, and it is 
hard to realize that is actual war, 
The battery controlled from this ob- 
servation post is more than a mile in 
the rear and we go down to see the 
transmuting station in the trenches 
through which the orders are sent, 
In order to get there we have to step 
across five graves, two Germans, & 
Turco, a Frenchman and a Belgian. 
There are no names on the little 
white crosses, not even numbers. 
There was no time for. identification 
and the bodies were just thrown into 
two big shell holes and covered up. 
They lie where they fell within 10 
yards of each other, half way be- 
tween the observation post and the 
embanked trench which has been 
considerably widened here to permit 
the installation of the “exchange.” 

A very heavy log roof covered with 
earth gives excellent protection and 
makes the shelter quite comfortable. It 
is about 10 feet long and eight broad. 
On the side nearest the embankment it 
is a little more than six feet high. 
sloping down to five feet in the rear. 
There is a comfortable stove, a good 
table, some stools and, greatest of all 
luxuries, an old leather couch. 

There is no switchboard equipment, 
but there are three sets of telephones, 
one connecting the post with the officer 
commanding this section of the trench- 
es and two sets for the batteries, one 
going to a Belgian field battery and the 
other to a battery of French 155-mill- 
meters iong.

We hurry 
back to the observation post, but be- 
fore we had climbed up to the chimney 
the guns were booming again.

Sees Germans Killed. 

I am watching them through : field 
glass that enables me to see quite dis- 
tinctly the Germans falliaz under the 
shrapnel fire, when the young Lieuten- 
ant calls to me to look at the Jfrench. 
I climb up to one of the rafters and car 
get «. good view of the tsrand Dune, on 
which, even with the naked eye. one 
can see long rows cf baycness flashing 
in the sun. 
The telescope I am using has a mag- 
nification of from twenty t» tnirty ai- 
ameters and shows only a very limited 
field, perhaps a little more than a hun- 
dred yards at that distancs, but what 
little I can see I see with jreat distinct- 
ness. I can make out the uniforms quite 
easily. There are French infantry in 
their. new light blue uniforms, naval 
fusilliers easily recognized by their dark 
tunics and ‘‘Berets;’’ there are African 
troops, Turcos I think, but later I find 
out that they are Moroccan itevies und 
Senegalais. On the extreme right of the 
attacking force nearest to us are Belgian 
troops of the line. 
They go forward in extended crder, 
five or six lines of them, led by 2 Wrench 
officer, who is 20 yards in front of his 
men. Numbers fall, but the others press 
on at a quick run, passing over the 
bodies of those who have fallen ia the 
morning attack. Seen through the 
telescope the scene that presents itself 
on the object glass has a moving picture 
effect. We are too far away to hear 
the din of battle, and I can never see 
more than One particular spot at a time. 

Thrilis at Bayonet Charge. 
There is considerable stumbling and 
confusion when the first ranks reach the 
place where there had been a line of 
barbed wire defenses. It has been par- 
tially destroyed, but there is enough oft 
it laying around to bring many men to 
grief. The attacking lines no longer 
keep their distances; several lines are 
almost intermingled and in some places 
there are big gaps; in others the mer. 
are bunched together. 
When the German trenches are 
reached the confusion of the.melee is 
extraordinary. Numbers of the attack- 
ing force disappear into the trench, and 
a moment later on the other side there 
is a seething mass of gray and blue uni- 
forms. The French keep on gaining 
ground and lines and lines of men are 
sent up in extended order to support the 
attack. 
War may be horrible, inhuman and un- 
civilized, but there is something grand 
about a bayonet charge: It makes a 
man quiver with excitement, and plays 
upon all his emotions. As a military 
spectacie ‘t is superb; it has all the 
thrills of a game that fs greater than 
any game, and there is the suspensé 
one feels when looking at firemen ef- 
fecting a rescue from a burning build- 
ing. What must be the feeling of those 
who actually take part tn it, with the 
accompanying roar of battle, the burst- 
ing of the shells, the rattle of rifle fire. 
the cries of the wounded and the joyous 
shouts of the victors? Theirs is the full 
lust of battle, for men get drunk: with 
blood. 
I am not used to a high power tele- 
scope and the strain On my eyes causes 
the picture to blur. My companions be- 
low are ready to move on and call to me, 
and as I climb down the big red ladder 
I notice on the floor below a pile of old 
letters and post cards half buried under 
brick and plaster. I pick up one of the 
best preserved cards and find it ad- 
dressed to Monsieur C. Warreyn, grain 
meérchant. Where is he now? Dead, per- 
haps, or ® refugee in England: his home, 
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Jhis business, his stock and everything he 


possessed utterly destroyed, his life 
work wiped out and he living on charity 
in a foreign land. It is this way all over 
Belgium. 

Orderlies Enjoy a Meal. 

When I reach the street the young 
Lieutenant invites us to see his quar- 
ters. They are only five or six doors 
away. The ground floor of a ruined 
house has been fixed up as a living 
room. There is a rough wooden door 
and the windows are shuttered. When 
the boards are taken down we can see 
two beds, between which stands a stove. 
In the adjoining room the orderlies are 
finishing a meal that consisted of a big 
chunk of brown army bread, the re- 
mains of a box of sardines, a iarge 
enameled dish full of meat and potatoes, 
and now they are topping it off with 
a great delicacy. 

In a corner of the room under a shell 
hole in the ceiling is an old bucket 
with holes around the sides near the 
bottom. In it they have built a little fire, 
enough ‘9 melt some chocolate in a fry- 
ing pan. A large. slice of army bread, 
both sides dipped in the chocolate, goes 
to each man, and as they hold it in both 
hands to eat it their unshaven bearded 
faces get all smeared over with it, for 
all the world like a child eating jam. 

Ihe floor is bare in the officers’ room, 
but the orderlies have thrown straw 
in theirs. It is littered thickest in the 
corners, and you can see the places 
v here the men have slept. On the walls 
are scrawled with a piece of burned 
wood, “Vive Les Anglais!’’ and ‘‘Mort 
aux boches.’’ 

They have been living here for three 
weeks, ever since the quarters they had 
in the observation post were destroyed 
by a shell. The Iieutenant tells me that 
since the battle of the Yser began his 
Captain has been killed and more than 
« third of his men put out of action. 

We say good-by and walk back to the 
ruins of the church where our car !s 
waiting. All along the edges of the 
churchyard are the graves of soldiers 
merked with red tiles and yellow brick. 
I step for a moment in between the 
walls of a sacred edifice. The stained 
glass windows, five or six in a row in 
the largest piece of side wall still stand- 
ing, show what a freak thing modern 
aitillery fire is.

Ministry of War Quotes Records 
to Refute Charge Made by 
Gen. Von Bernhardi. 


PARIS, March %.—The French Min- 
istry of War issued last night a state- 
ment designed to refute assertions made 
in American newspapers by the Ger- 
man military author, Gen. Friedrich 


French plan of concentration showed 
that the French and British Govern- 
ments had made careful preparations 
to violate the neutrality of Belgium. 
The War Ministry’s statement ex- 
Plains in detail that when war was 


4 declared the French army was concen- 


trated along the German frontier and 
that the Teutonic invasion of Belgium 
compelled the general staff to change 
completey the disposition which had 
been arranged. But for this delay, it 
says, the Germans never would have 
been able to cross the Meuse. The ques- 
tion of the British army taking the 
field was not considered, the War Min- 
istry asserts, until after the violation 
of Belgium on Aug. 5. Its concentra- 
tion was effected behind Maubeuge 
from Aug. 14 to %4. Various orders are 
quoted to show that the French army 
was kept six miles from the frontier 
and ordered to leave to the Germans 
the responsibility for opening  hostili- 
ties. An order issued by the Minister 
of War on Aug. 4 is quoted as read- 
ing: 

“Germany will attempt by false news 
to induce us to violate Belgian neu- 
trality. It is strictly forbidden until fur- 
ther orders for patrols or even single 
scouts to cross the line or for aviators 
to fly over Belgian territory.”’ 

Not until Aug. 5, the statemént as- 
serts, at the formal request of the Bel- 
gian Government, made the preceding 
day, did the French troops enter Bel- 
gium.

GERMAN OFFICER 
TLS ANERICA 


Cruiser Blown Up After Striking 
a Reef, Mate of the Carib 
Was Informed. 


NEW YORK, March %.—German 
naval officers at Bremerhaven are quot- 
ed as authority for the statement that 
the German cruiser Karisruhe lies at the 
bottom of the sea in the West Indies by 
Jesse Boyd, second officer of the Amer- 
ican steamer Carib, that was sunk by 8 
mine in the North Sea, who reached hers 
today from Rotterdam aboard the steam- 
ship Rotterdam. Boyd said he spent five 
days at Bremerhaven and through an 
old friend, now an officer in the German 
navy, obtained positive contirmation of 
the rumor that the Karisruhe was no 
longer afloat. 

She went down with the German 
flag flying from every mast, at,her 
stern and bow, and:as she sank the 
ship’s band played martial music. 
Boyd quotes his friend as saying. A 
German bomb sent her to the bottom 
after she had struck on a reef. As 
the last flag dipped beneath the 
water German rifles fired a full sa- 
lute in her honor—a salute that is 
fired in the burial at sea of naval 
officers who have fought and fallen 
in the fight. 

Some of her crew is now at Bre- 
merhaven, the naval officer is said 
to have told Boyd. The others are still 


alive—somewhere. 
Boyd’s friend said he had seen and 


talked with members of the Karlsruhe’s 
crew at Bremerhaven. and volunteered 
the information that all who had 
reached Germany were decorated for 
valor by order of the Empervr. 

The Karliesruhe struck a reef in De- 

cember. For some time her crew tried 
to free her. When it seemed certain that 
she would be found by warships of the 
enemy and fall into their hands, it was 
decided, Boyd said, he was told to de- 
stroy her. Accordingly, the crew was 
taken off and place@ apoara one of the 
captive ships which the Karisruhe con- 
voyed. A bomb then was placed,in a 
vital spot and from a distance the sail- 
ors and officers saw her go down. 
‘ For some reason, not clear to Boyd, 
some of the Karisruhe’s crew -were 
placed ashore at a place not designated. 
The remainder reached Bremerhaven 
safely, Boyd was told. 

Boyd said he had a talk with Lieut. 
Weddigen, commander of the German 
submarine U9, in which «the German 
officer told him Germany was preparing 
“the greatest naval surprise of the 
war.’’ Beyond this, he said, Lieut. Wed- 
digen was noncommittal. 

During his stay of five days at Brem- 
erhaven, Boyd said he visited the navy 
yard there and was shown a great many 
things that Germany was doing _ to 
strengthen her naval force. Mr. Boy’ 
was placed on his honor not to disclose 
what he saw. He was permitted to visit 
the yard, he said, through the courtesy 
cf the officer who told him about the 
Karlsruhe.

As an iatinnan and participant in 
equal suffrage his replies should be 
more convincing than the glittering 
generalities of all the theorists. 

In answer to the first question, the 


Senator preferred to offer document- 
ary evidence, as it were, a statement 
prepared and read by himself before 
a committee of the United States Sen- 
ate in 1910, supporting a resolution 
asking woman suffrage by Constitu- 
tional amendment. 

It was a list of “excellent laws” 
women have been especially instru- 
mental in having enacted in Colorado 
—a list entirely too long to reprint 
here. Some 20 laws and their inter- 
dependent benefits were reviewed 
and were easily to be attributed to 
woman’s direct interest. They applied 
mostly to children, state institutions, 
the protection of women—both their 
morals and property rights; to prison 
reform, sanitation and. pure _ food. 
The famous Juvenile Court of Den- 
ver was attributed to the woman 
vote. And the Senator quoted the 
Interparliamentary Union as saying: 
“Colorado has'the sanest, most hu- 
mane, most progressive, most scien- 
tific laws relating to the child to be 
found on any. statute book in the 
world.” , 
Gives Women More 

Than Half the Credit. 
6} T is not easy to say that these 
| laws are the direct result of 
woman's participation, since the 
Legisiature is in the hands of the men. 
But, Oh,’”’ he exclaimed, with a wave 
of the hand to dismiss all argument, 
‘f_t’s absurd not to give womén more 
than half the credit for every step for- 
ward in Colorado. 

“Are they not our mothers, our 
wives, our daughters, our sisters? Is 
there a man in high or low life, in 
moral or degraded position, who hbe- 
lieves his wife, sister or daughter would 
be more corrupt than himself in exer- 
cising the franchise?” 

‘‘What about the reports that women 
of questionable character are first at 
the polls?’’ I asked, attempting to steer 
away from those ancient generalities. 

“In actual figures,”’ responded the 
Senator, ‘“‘not more than one-half of 
one percent of women are immoral. 
Most of these are loathe to appear 
where any oath as to their right names 
and identities is required. In Denver, 
if the returns show a heav} woman 
vote in the downtown district, we can 
be sure the police have been active.”’ 

“And we hear they stuff the ballot 
box,” I led off again. 

‘Yes, one case of fraudulent voting 
among women will attract nation-wide 
attention,”’ he responded. ‘‘Upon one 
such occasion anti-suffragists all over 
the country seemed to go into spasms. 
The fact that 10 men were implicated 
with one woman and that they put her 
up to it to divert attention to them- 
selves, passed unnoticed. 

“Why, these glaring exceptions, af- 
fording headlines for the newspapers, 
but prove the rule that women gen- 
erally are above fraud."’

Mrs. Shafroth More 
Interested in Theater. 


T about this juncture Mrs. Shafroth 
A appeared, dressed to go motoring 
with friends. She stopped to say 
that she had been a suffragist since her 
school days at Howard College, when 
one of the teachers was so eminent a 
suffragist of today as Mrs. W. E. Fisch- 
ell and another, Mrs. Morrison-Fuller, 
whose daughter-in-law our own Mrs. 
Morrison-Fuller, is so ardent an advo- 
cate: 

Mrs. Shafroth was more > interested in 
theater tickets than suffrage at the 
moment. 

In outward aspect she didn’t differ 
especially from Mrs. Bailey, whd is very 
stunning. .She was, at a glance, as ex- 
cellent a character witness as one could 
wish for the woman voter. 
‘‘Women don’t waste half the time on 
politics that men do,’ ¢ontinued the Sen- 
ator. ‘“‘They will attend one or two po- 
litical meetings during a campaign and 
in these days of newspapers they can be 
as well informed about the candidates 
as men voters.’’ 

‘Don’t they usvally vote as their hus- 
bands tell them to?’ I advanced as an- 
other old question to be disposed of. 
“They may, provided the husband 
hasn’t at.some time previous confided 
some story detrimental to the candi- 
date’s charactef. Men, you know, often 
will denounce a candidate as dishonest 
before his nomination, then support him 
at election because they want to keep 
their party record straight and consist- 
ent in order to get subsequent recogni- 
tion. Now, women are not troubled with 
records. I have noticed they vote ac- 
cording to their information or convic- 
tions regarding the personal character 
of a candidate and chide their husb ds 
for not doing likewise.. This, of course, 
reacts to eliminate all candidates who 
have not clean moral records. If the 
women won't support him, no use to pre- 
sent his name for nomination. Many 
are the candidates rejected in caucus 
because it is conceded beforehand that 
the women won’t support them.’’ 

“But women will have political rec- 
ords to live up to?’ I 

suggested 
‘That problem solves itself in Colo- 
rado, fon women shrink from, rather 
than ‘see to hold office. In no in-

ing occupations to themselves and 
raising salaries. Naturally’ their 
pledges to vote with this candidate 
or that is going to insure the friend- 
ship and protection of that candi- 
date.

Here we came quite naturally to 
one answer to the third question, 
“How does equal suffrage benefit 
men?’ 

“By this means women also raise 
the salaries of men to the extent 
that men do not have to compete 
with cheap labor,’ said Senator 
Shafroth. 

He could think of no _ occupation 
wherein wages had specifically been 
raised except that of teaching. 

“We have still to compete with the 
standards adhered to by unenfranchised 
states, governed by the law of supply 
and demand,’’ he said. ‘‘But I am con- 
vinced that universal suffrage would 
tend to increase wages in every occu- 
pation,’’ he concluded. 

Another old objection, the one that 
women do not want suffrage and do 
not vote when they have the chance, 
was disposed of by the Senator’s fig- 
ures. 

“The vote has been just about dou- 
bled in proportion of women to men in 
the population,’’ said he. ‘“‘The returns 
show that about 83 per cent of regis- 
tered males vote and about 80 per cent 
of the registered females vote.” 

He seemed to think the whole experi- 
ment of votes for women in Colorado 
was vindicated with his declaration 
that, “Only once within my knowledge 
has any legislator ever had the te- 
merity to propose the repeal of the 
Woman's suffrage act, and he only 
threatened. We waited anxrously for 
him to present a resolution he said he 
had framed. But his term wore on and 
the resolution never appeared. 

“Why its all just a matter of evolu- 
tion,’’. concluded the Senator. ‘The 
privilege of the ballot has been most 
jealously guarded and restricted all 
through history. But suffrage for wom- 
en is the next step in its progress.”’

oy MAN WHO BREAKS 
INTO FREIGHT CAR 


Says Victim of His Shot Had 
Drawn a Knife and Was Ad- 
vancing Upon Him. 


Arnold Peppers, 27 years old, of 47 
South Twenty-third street, was shot 
and killed last night by John V. Fitz- 
gerald, 67 years old, a private watch- 
man in the employ of the Terminal 
Railroad Association. Fitzgerald years 
ago was a city detective and was re- 
cently engaged by the Terminal to 
guard boxcars against thieves. 

An equipment car loaded with brass 
journals and couplings had been bro- 
ken into and robbed four times in the 
last month, and for several nights Fitz- 
gerald had been hiding in the car in 
the Twentieth street yards watching 
for the thieves. Algput 7:20 o’clock last 
night, while Fitzger&ld was in his hid- 
ing place, the south door of the car was 
forced open and two men entered. 
Fitzgerald told the police he threw his 
flashlight on the’ men and commanded 
them to surrender. Peppers, he said. 
drew a knife and advanced toward hir. 
He fired a shot at Peppers and then 
arrested both men. At the patrol box. 
at Twentieth and Eugenia streets, Pep- 
pers collapsed. He was taken to the 
city hospital, where he died an hour 
later of a wound in. his abdomen. 

The man with Peppers, who said he 
was James Brennan, 21 years old, of 
2225 Flugenia street, told the police that 
he and his companion had entered the 
car in search of a place to sleep. He 
did not explain why they chose to sleep 
in a box car when their homes were 
{n the immediate neighborhood of the 
railroad yards. Brennan identified an 
open knife found on the floor of the 
car as property of Peppers’. 

Peppers’ brother, George, 2% years old, 
pleaded guilty yesterday to robbing box 
cars and was sentenced to serve two 
years in the penitentiary. Arnold Pep- 
pers had no police record. 

Because Fitzgerald was unlicensed, 
the police decided to hold him for the 
Coroner, but he was later released by 
Judge Clark on a $1500 bond. In 1888 
Fitzgerald, then a city. detective, shot 
and killed a negro burgiar at Fourth 
and Spruce streets. He lives at 5 
North Compton avenue.

MRS, HOGAN TELL 
KILLED HUSBAND 


She Testifies He Had Abused 
Her When She Spoke of Go- 
ing to Picture Show. 


tl 


Mrs. Frances Hogan of 2900 North 
Newstead avenue, on trial for killing 
her husband, John Hogan, in their 
home, at 3109 Brantner place, Nov. 2, 
last, took the stand in her own defense 
in Judge Jones’ court this afternoon. 

Her 14-year-old daughter, Gladys Reil- 
ly, who had testified in her behalf, was 
sent out of the courtroom, at the re- 
quest of Assistant Circuit Attorney Mc- 
Cullen, when Mrs. Hogan was ques- 
tioned about her previous marriages, 
and about the girl’s parentage. 

Mrs. Hogan said her first husband was 
George Gavacena, who, she said, was 
seni to the peniteitnary, and that he 
was Gladys’ father. Later she said, s 
married a man named Reilly, and the 
girl took that name. She was a window 
when she married Hogan in December, 
1913. 

‘Mother and Daughter Weep. 

When Gladys was permitted to return 
into the courtroom she was weeping, 
and the woman, who had just told, with- 
out emition, of the killing, wept with 
her. 

Mrs. Hogan said that her husband re- 

turned to the house at 6 p. m., Nov. 2, 
and abused her when she spoke of going 
to a picture show. She said he struck 
her in the chest and the face, and that 
she sent Gladys to call ‘Charlie’ 
(Charles Walker, a neighbor). She said 
she was driven into the yard, but got 
back into the house and got the revolver 
and that she warned him, as he was ap- 
proaching her in a threatening manner, 
to stop. He replied, ‘‘I'll make you eat 
that gun,’’ and moved nearer, sie = id, 
and she fired twice, with a brief inter- 
val between the shots. 
She said Hogan was accustomed to 
carry brass knuckles, a knife sharpened 
like a razor, and frequently a revolver. 
Gladys Reilly told the story told by her 
mother, up to the point where she went 
to call Walker. 

The girl testified that Stebats had fre- 
quently threatened her mother, in their 
11 months of married Hfe, and that he 
limonths of married life, and that he 
once beat her cruelly.

As a prelude to the adoption of ‘Theasures pro- 
viding for nonpartisan methods of nominating and 
electing municipal officers, voters should, in the 
April elections, demonstrate their independence 
and civic spirit by voting for the best candidates, 
irrespective of party affiliations.

AMONG OTHER TROUBLES. 


MONG other troubles which Uncle Sam has 
A on his hands at this time is that of proving 

that a migrating bird is engaged in inter- 
state commerce. It is understood that this is to be 
the defense of the migratory bird law, shortly to be 
attacked in the United States Supreme Court, and a 
great many amused people are looking on. 

The migratory bird law was one of the last acts 
of Congress signed by President Taft. It was de- 
signed to provide uniform Federal protection for mi- 
gratory birds. If the wild duck particularly were nota 
migratory birditis unlikely that we would hear any- 
thing much of this law or that it would ever have 
occurred to anyone that a migrating bird is prob- 
ably engaged in interstate commerce. Restrictions 
made by the Department of Agriculture under the 
law have brought abouf the debate upon this interest- 
ing question, and. there will likely be a final decision 
within the next few months. 

Shortly after the law became effective one Harvey 
Chauver of Arkansas went out and killed two ducks 
in violation of the regulations. He was arrested, and

his case was ultimately reviewed by Judge Trieber, 
a Federal judge in the Eastern District of Arkansas. 
Judge Trieber declared the migratory bird law un- 
constitutional. It is this case which will be reviewed 
by the United States Supreme Court. Ducks are now 
going North. Amuse yourself thinking of them as 
merchants banded together for the purposes of mutual 
protection and guidance. Where they were only thril- 
ling as du and produced no more than a spiritual 
exhaltation to see them go up the sky, they are Posti- 
tively funny as mail trains, express companies and 
boards of trade. If that doesn’t appeal to your ris- 
ibles, try thinking of a flock of geese as so many 
peddlers, whose wares are automobile honks and the 
soft filling for pillows. 

A good many people believe Uncle Sam to be up 
against it; but oné never can tell. Another Federal 
judge, this time in the Eastern District of Kansas, 
said only the other day that wild ducks are not en- 
gaged in any mercantile enterprise that he can 
think of—but it must remain for the big wigs to say 
in the end. Some of these federal acts turn out most 
unexpectedly. For all one knows, the ducks going 
North this month may be engaged in abating a 
famine somewhere.

NEW ORLEANS, March 3o.—Thou- 
sands of Frenchmen and their descend- 
ants in Louisiana who have failed to re- 
spond to the order of Gabriel Ferrard, 
French ,Consul-General here, to enlist 
in the armies of France, today are tak- 
ing steps to bring the case to the at- 
tention- of the State Department in 
Washington.

Rowdowe Abeken’s_ Endorse- 
ment Asked by Warring Fac- 
tions in Forest City. 


Rodowe Abeken, Director of Municipal! 
Athletics, has been called upon to settle 
the wrangle between the Cleveland Mu- 
nicipal Baseball Association and the 
Cleveland Amateur Baseball Associe- 
lion. Both organizations in the Forest 
City have written Abeken asking him 
for his endorsement. Abeken, though, 
intends to let the Cleveland folks fight 
it out among themselves and will not 
mingle in the matter. 

It is thought by Abeken that the asso- 
ciation he gave his endorsement to would 
be recognized as the premier body in 


Cleveland. 

At present tie two Cleveland organi- 
zations are having one of the most heat- 
ed “‘fights’’ ever staged by two amateur 
associations. Recently the. Municipal 


Association brought charges against the 
Amateur Association that there were ir- 
regularities in the accounts of the C. A. 
B. A. accounts and most of the high of- 
ficials of the city became mixed up in 
the strife. 

Mike McGinty, a city sport director, 
and Gus Hanna are the two men at the 
head of the Municipal Association, 
which was formed only recently and 
adopted the constitution of the St. Louis 
body. They also brought the charges 
ugainst the Amateur Association, which 
has been governing the national pastime 
in Cleveland for a good many years. 


Professionalism a Bugbear. : 
Although McGinty says that a lot of 
credit is due the C. A. B. A. for the way 


in which amateur baseball! in Cleveland 
has been conducted, he adds, though, 
“that professionalism and commercial- 
ism have entered into the affairs of the 
Cc. A. B. A,, causing a great deal of dis- 
satisfaction among amateur fans and 
plavers.’’ 

The municipal authorities went so far 
as to take the matter to Mayor Baker, 
but this official refused to intercede, 
stating that the Amateur Association 
was a corporation over which he had nw 
control. He said, though, that in cage 
it was found that the accounts of the 
Cc. A. B. A. were irregular he would re- 
fuse to-assign grounds to the teams in 
the Amateur Association. 

After these charges against the organ- 
ization, Secretary Townes of the Ama- 
teur Association employed a firm of 
“certified public accountants,” who went 
over the books and found that every- 
thing was O K. This statement was 
given to the public and printed by every 
newspaper in the Forest City. ‘ 


Statement Refutes Charges. 

The statement showed that during the 
1914 season the receipts were $5569.60, 
while the disbursements were $5284.31, 
leaviny $285.29 on hand. 

While this wrangling is going on in 
Cleveland, everything is to the merry in 
St. Louis. Abeken announces that the 
leagues are coming in strong and that 
the Municipal Association would be 
stronger than ever this season. 

To date Abeken has heard nothing 
from Minneapolis with the view of form- 
ing a National Municipal Basebadl As- 
sociation with St. Louis, Cleveland ana 
Minneapolis as the cities.

American Minister Reinson at Pekin 
has sent to the State Department a full 
report on Japan’s demands and it is 
known that this report has had a dis- 
quieting effect upon the administration. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent is 
able to state that the administration has 
been advised in effect that the sov- 
ereignty of China is being jeopardized 
while the attention of the world is riv- 
eted upon WBuropean battlefields, and 
that the people of China are looking to 
America to save them. 

Ne Aid Expected From Pnugiand., 

It is reported also that the Chinese 
statesmen ‘expect little help from Great 
Britain. The reasons are supposed to 
be two fold, the first being that Britain 
is disinclined to block her ally’s plans 
at this time, and the second that if 
Japan is allowed to carry out her-plans 
in China the #600,000,000 needed to finance 
her Chinese ‘“‘bargains’’ must be ob- 
tained from. the London. miarket after 
the war and in the next 10 years. 
Britain’s principal aim heretofore has 
been to maintain a field for her in- 
vestors. ; 

Some of the peculiar developments. in 
the recent activities of Japan in China 
have just filtered into Washington.. It 
ix reported on excellent authority that 
when, on Jan. 2%, the Japanese Minis- 
ter at Pekin presented 21 drastic de- 
mands upon the Chinese Government 
he advised that they be considered con- 
fidential and that it was “unnecessary” 
tc give them publicity. This statement 
was linked with a hint that uniess 
China accepted them without delay or 
publicity the demands might be dou- 
bled in number and — much more 
drastic. 

More Troops fe: Sent. 

At the same time more Japanese 

troops were sent to various Chinese 
provinces for the announced purposes 
of relieving garrisons. But the garri- 
sons are reported to have remained in 
spite of the relief.
